Not since the storm that strewed 


the coasts with wrecks In 1S72 have 
the great lakes been stirred to greater 
fury 
A gale that developed lii the 


night Into a hurricane, blowing be- 
tween sixty and seventy miles an 
hour, 
swept, 
across and down the 


lakes 
I-ake Michigan from Milwau- 


kee north and .Lake Superior over all 
Its area, were swept into mountain- 
ous seas for 
nearly lltlcen 
hours. 


HUmllng snow storms 
at 
different 


points added (o the peril of the ves- 
sels running for shelter. 
This last 


was responsible for Hie beaching of 
.several of the lost ships. 


Tho storm was most furious on Lake 


Superior in the neighborhood of Du- 
lulh. There, in sight of the lighthouse 


marks the entrance to the har- 
three vessels, including the M ti- 


tan I'll, were hurled to destruction. 


Strews the Coast. 


Milwaukee reports at least, two com- 


plete wrecks, while wreckage Indicat- 
ing more strews the shore from I-aka 
park to Whileiish bay. 


Every harbor from Port Huron north 


on Lake Huron, and from Sanlt Ste. 
Mrrio north on I-ake Superior rupori.a 
mishaps of more or load seriousness 
lo shipping running for shelter from 
the gale. 
Piers, docks and breakwa-

Thrilling und heroic work by life, 


saving crews In every coast swept by 
the hurricane prevented several of the 
wrecks from being attended by loss 
ol.' life. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 1.—The most 


alarming indication of the spread of 
the disaffection in the army, extending 
even to regiments near the person of 
the emperor, was given in the arrest 
at Tsarskoe Selo Thursday ot a num- 
ber of soldiers belonging to the yellow 
cuirassiers of the guard, the hussars 
of the guard, and the life guard rifle- 
men for presenting a series of peti- 
tions, including one against the use ot 
troops tor police purposes. 


The regiments in question are those 


which have been specially selected by 
Gen. 
Trepott to guard the emperor and 


his family. They have been counted 
upon as being loyal to thfe last, ready 
even to be torn to pieces In defense of 
his majesty, like the Swiss guards of 
Louis XVI. Their arrest, however, al- 
though not for open sedition, shows 
how the leaven of discontent Is work- 
Ing even within the precincts of tne 
imperial park at Tsarskop Selo. 


No Truth in Rumors.

alarming rumors In St. Petersburg, 
including one to the effect that the 
emperor actually had been attacked 
and that a grand duke hnef been wound- 
ed while defending him, but a memter 
of the Imperial entourage at Tsarslioe 
Selo declares that this is abaqluU-Iy 
untrue.

of the guard regiments, two of which,

At noon the convicts had a turkey 


dinner with all the trimmings, includ- 
ing cranberry sauce, mashed potatoes 
with gravy, coffee, pie and apples. In 
addition, all convicts who wished them 
were given four cigars each. 
The 


prisoners also had the opportunity of 
writing letters to friends or relatives. 
The other hours of the day were 
passed in the cells, whore tlie prison- 
ers were given the privilege of talk- 
ing to one another. The concert com- 
pany appeared before the female con- 
victs later in the day. 


Warden Murphy has not intimated 


what will be done with Dougherty, but 
the chances favor his employment in 
some clerical capacity.

to professional or business men who

convicts.

Hanker 


Breyer is a clerk in one of the ollU es 
in the warden's department. 


However, since the new anti-con- 


tract convict labor law went into ef- 
fect, jobs of this nature are not as 
numerous as they were before, as 
there are fewer departments running, 
and H Is possible Dougherty niny not 
secure light employment. He may bo 
set at work in the chair or harness 
shop.

Cranberry culture is the 
business, and a 15 or 20 mile away 
ownership is against thc game.

How to Set the Color. 


It Is Impossible to tell wlfcther a 


color is fast before washing, but by far 
the safest plan is to "set" the color 
before it goes to the tub for the first 
timo. 


One of the best methods of setting 


delicate colors consists in simply mak- 
ing a strong brine of cold waler and 
salt, and soaking tho garment from 
twelve to twenty-four hours. 


Of course this should be done just 


before going to the laundry, and the 
salt should not be allowed to dry in it. 
This ts especially good for all shades 
of pink'and green, and colors once set 
this way will be bright as long as it 
would be possible to expect it. 


A strong solution of alum and water 


Is good, particularly with blues and 
the more delicate shades of brown; 
but Its effect Is not so lasting as that 
of salt, and it is sometimes necessary 
to renew the bath after the first three 
or four washings.

Will Soon be Ready 


For Occupancy. 


Last week a reporter for the Trib- 


nne-visited tlio new 
plitut of till) 


Grand Rapids Foundry Co., aud to 
say that lie wus agreeably surprised 
with the appearance of things ont 
that way, ouly half expresses tbo con- 
ditiou of affairs. 
The plant conbists 


of two bnllrtiiigs constructed of oou- 
rente, and all complete at tho present 
tirno with the exception of the lay- 
ing ot the floors. 


Quo of the buildings will be used 


for a foundry aud tho other for a 
machine shop, and both ot them are 
as noar fireproof as it is possible to 
construct 
n place. 
The buildings, 


even to the roofs, aro of concrete and 
a fire might be built against the wall 
or auy part of a building aud it would 
havo no effect outside of wlmt lire 
would ou any mass of concrete. 


Tho girders aud uprights aru also 


of coiioreto, 
they being braced by 


liaviug stool rods run thru the oou- 
crota, tliare boiug tour rods iu each 
upright which aio so bound together 
tlmt tho uprights are as solid as If 
thpy weio made of stoel. 


Tlie building which will be UHfid 


lor tha foundry is nttnuit completed, 
nnd after suiting the oupalos m placo 
and thn installation of tha fans it will 
bo passible to couiiuonce work. In 
the machine shop, however, there is 
still onnsidevable work to do, as the 
tiracos that support tlm 
roof were 


still in place, anil would havo to re- 
mttiu a few days longer before they 
could be taken down. 


Iu tho uinoliine shop a cement floor 


will be liud, and on thia will be 
placed the heavy machinery of the 
place 
Ou both aides of the shop n 


gallery extends tlio wholo length of 
the pUica, and ou this will be in- 
stalled the lighter inaohiuot". 
There 


will also bo two electric cranes with 
a rapacity of twenty tons, and tl.ow 
will travul the whole lougth of tho 
shop, making it possible to baudlo 
tho heaviest at work with the great- 
est o£ ease. 
The entire establi"! m mt 


will be oporated by electricity aud a 
number o£ motors will be installed 
iu tho near future. 
The wiring for 


the motors is now being done by Joliu 
Noyes under tin) supervision of S. B 
Holmes, aud when complotnd it is 
considered that this work will be as 
complete as it is possible to got it. 


A gang of workmon are now en- 


guged in laying the floors in the 
maoliiua 
shop, the concrete mixer 


having been moved to the inside of 
the buildiug, which is kept warm, 
allowing work to progress without 
interruption. 


In the main building there ia also 


an office 
and pattern shop, and a 


atororoom, and a vault of solid con- 
crete hni also been constructed in the 
office, winch gives added protection 
from fire to anything that is ordinar- 
ily placed in such a looalit/. 


Taken altogether the place gives 


abundant evidence of being a model 
shop when completed, tho like of 
which ia seldom seen in a plaoo of 
this size.

Three Hamlets to Be Obliterated to 


Increase New York's Wster Supply. 
Three more of the Croton valley's 


most picturesque villages are soon to 
be obliterated to meet tlie ever-increas- 
ins demand of New York city lor wa- 
ter. The hamlets doomed by tho wa- 
tershed authorities are Croton Falls, 
Cross River and a part of the town of 
Somers.' The houses, churches, stores, 
shops aiiu even the cemeteries are to 
he Wotted out, leaving only the bare 
land, which will he Hooded with water, 
making two lakes, each about four 
miles long. The fust of the villages 
to go will be Cross River, where New 
York has begun the erection of an Im- 
mense dam to cost $3,000,000, one of 
the busiest manufacturing centers of 
Westchester county. It lias a popula,- 
tion of 500, with a postofflce, tlnoe 
churches, two schools, a cemetery and 
a half dozen stores and shops. 


The place was founded In revolu- 


tionary times and was famous gen- 
erations ago for its paper manufac- 
tories. The people wlll.be paid for 
their property at "market value," but 
this will hardly compensate them for, 
the loss of their homes and the break- 
ing up of their associations. 


Aboxit 700 persons in the three con- 


demned towns will lose their homes 
and business, and most of them will 
be compelled to go out in the world 
and begin life over among strangers.

Washington elm was planted In tho 
gardens some time ago by Speaker 
Cannon, along the main walk leading 
to the west gate and in the vicinity of 
tho two Morrill memorial trees. The 
third graft was planted 
iccently on 


Senator Aldrlch's estate in Rhode Isl- 
and by President Roosevelt. All three 
of the grafts were sent to Mr. William 
R. Smith, superintendent of the botan- 


are Intended to represent tho north- 
ern and southern masonic jurlsdio- 
,ions. The acacia on the east sldo of 
lha walk Is called tho GarBold memo- 
rial tree, while that on tho west sldo 
of tho walk is designated as tho Al- 
bert Pike memorial tico. Mr. Smith 
stated that when Garllold died ho 
nrado. a wreath, which was feathered 
with acacia leaves taken from a small 
tree growing along the oust wall:. 
Later he named the acacia tha Gar- 
field memorial tree.

Died a place near the Washington elm 
In the capital grounds. This was a 
specimen of the umbrageous 
Italian 


ueech, or hornbeam, o£ tho Identical 
sort under which the ancient Etruscan 
shepherds tuned their pastoral pipes 
and rested while tending their woolly 
flocks. 


In ths early '70s, when the great im- 


piovements were under way on the 
capitol grounds, a number o£ splendid 
trees were threatened with, destruction 
by the grading. Senator Sumner, who 
was a great lover of trees, in the sen 
ate, on Jan. 22,1874, pronounced an el 
oquent eulogy on the fine Italian beech 
tree which was one ol the trees abou 
to be destroyed. He urged the law 
makers to have that specimen 
pie 


served, as it was a classic beech. Aa 
a result ol the vigorous ettorts madr 
in Its behalf Mr Smith of the botani 
gardens took up the tiee and placed 1 
In the eastern part ot the gardens. I 
was injured, however, owing to mis 
management, so it is said, and finall; 
died. 


The late John A. Bingham, severa 


years after, when a leader in Ib. 
house, desiied to plant in the garden 
a tree of the same kind as that whic 
Sumner pleaded for so eloquently. M 
Smith secured a fine specimen ot Ita 
Ian beech and planted it near th 
southern gate, naming it the Bingham 
Sumner memorial tree, In comraemo
